Prof. Sehroer Is careful to warn his 
readers not to get their aim too high, 
for to learn to apeak and write fluently 
and correctly a languoge which holds 
so high a plaee in the scale of culture 
and refinement us the Knglish is diffi- 
cult, but for the average man this is 
not necessary, for even the average 
Kngllshman has but a limited com- 
mand of his mother tongue, and the 
dally intercourse of life requires but a 
amall and easily acquired vocabulary. 
This is true of every language, but the 
absence of puzzling genders and inflec- 
tion* and aynthical forma renders the 
Knglish easy In comparison with 
others. "The Knglish language," con- 
clude* Prof. Sehroer, "i* the world 
speech, and will, to all appearance, be- 
come more and more so every year." 

During the present century the Eng- 
lish-speaking population of the world 
haa increased five fold, from possibly 
twenty-five million at Its beginning to 
at least one hundred and tweuty-flve 
million. No other language has ever 
been so rapidly developed, no fact in 
civil history ia more significant than 
thia. In every quarter of the 
world English ia the conquering 
tongue. The wide spread of the Brit- 
ish colonial system, the marvelous 
growth of the Inited States and the 
facility with which It aooorbs every 
foreign element lu-ar witness to this 
great fact, and our cousins in Germany 
of too practical a turn of miud to 
be jealous or forgetful of it.

Volar of On* Departed?— Mjt- 
*»rj of Resarreetlaa. 

The Ranter services in the Tabernacle 
Sunday were attended by immense au- 
diences. Iteautlful floral decorations 
almost hid the pulpit from view, and 
the great organ gave forth its most rap- 
turous fct rains in honor of the day. In 
the forenoon Kev. Dr. Talmage deliv- 
ered an eloquent sermon on "Easter in 
OrOSnWOOtV' the text being- taken from 
Behests Mill 17. 18: "And the field of 
Hebron, which whs in Machpclah. which 
was l,cfo.-e Mamre, the field, and the 
•arc which was therein, anil all the 
trees, lint were in the field, that were 
in all the bonier* round about, were 
■»«• sure unto Abraham." 

Men- is the first cemetery ever laid 
out. Machpclah was it* name. It 
was an aborcsccnt beauty, where the 
wound Of death was bandaged with 
foliaire. Abraham, a rich man, not be- 
in c able to bribe the King- of Terrors. 
propose* hens, as far as p< 
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our American Machpclah, t 
ns as the Machpelah In 
which Jacob uttered that pastoral 
poem in one vorse: 'There they buried 
Abraham, and Sarah, hia wife; there 
they buried Isaac and Kebckah. his 
wife, and there I bur'ed Leah." 

At this F.aster service I ask and an- 
swer what may seem a novel question, 
but it will be found, before I get 
through, a practical and useful and 
tremendous question: What will resur 
rectlon day do for the cemeteries' 
First, 1 remark, it will be their supernal 
beautlflcation. At certain seasons It is 
customary in all hinds to strew Mowers 
over the mounds of the departed. It 
may have been suggested by the fact 
that Christ's tomb wus in a garden. 
And when I say garden I do not mean 
a garden of these latitudes.

Surely 
the last undertaking would not be 
greater than the first. See the 
Oospel algebra: ordinary dust mi- 
nus a mod -1 equals a perfect 
man; extraordinary dust and plus a 
model equals a resurrection body. Mys- 
teries about II? Oh, yes; that Is one 
reason why I believe it It would not 
be much of a Ood who could do things 
only as fnr as I enn understand Mys- 
teries? Oh. yes; but no more about the 
resurrection of your body than about 
its present existence. 

I w ill explain to you the last mystery 
of the resurrection, and make It as 
plain to you us that two and two make 
four, if you will tell me how your mind, 
which is entirely independent of your 
body, can act upon your body so that at 
your will your eyes open, or your foot 
walks, or your hand is extended. So I 
find nothing in the Biblo statement 
concerning the resurrection that stag- 
gers me for a moment All doubts clear 
from my mind.

1 made that at 12 
years of age, whe.u, disgusted at the 
presence of two warts, I took a red hot 
iron and burned them off and burned 
them out Mince then my body has 
changed at least a half dozen 'times, 
but those scars prove It is the same 
body. We never loso our identity. If 
Ood can and does sometimes rebuild a 
man five, six, ten times, in this world, 
is it mysterious that He can rebuild 
him once more, and that in the resur- 
rection? If He csn do it ten times, I 
k He can do It eleven times Then 
look at the seventeen-year locusts. For 
seventeen yeara gone, at the end of 
seventeen yesrs they appear, and by 
rubbing the hind leg against the wing 
make that rattle at which all husbsnd- 
men aud viue dressers tremble as the 
insectiie host takes up the march of de- 
vastation. Resurrection every seven- 
teen yesrs, a wonderful fact! 

Another consideration makes the 
idea of resurrection easier. Uod made 
Adam He was not fashioned after any 
model. There had never been a human 
organism, and so there was noth:ng to 
-. At the first attempt Ood made a 
perfect man. He made him oat of the 
dust of tse earth If out of the ordi- 
nary dust of the earl* and without a 



ventricle 

Under the healthful chemistry of the 
soil all the wear anil tear of nerve and 
muscle and bone will lie subtracted 
and that bath of good, fresh, clean soil 
will wash Off the last ache, and then 
some of the same style of dust out of 
which the body of Adam was con- 
structed may be infused into the resur- 
rection body. How can the bodies of 
the human race, which have had uo 
replenishment from the dust since the 
time of Adam in Paradise!, get any re- 
cuperation from tiie storehouse from 
which he was constructed without our 
going back into the dust? That orig- 
inal, life-giving material having been 
added to the body as it once was. and 
all the defects left behind, what a body 
will be the resurrection body? And 
will not hundreds of thousands of imch 
appearing uixive the Oowanus heights 
make t ireenwood more beautiful than 
any June morning after a shower? The 
dust of the earth being the original 
material for the fashioning of the first 
human being, we have to go back to 
the same place to get a perfect body. 

Factories are apt to be' rough places 
and those who toll in them have their 
garments grimy and their hands 
smutched. But who cares for that 
when they turn out for us beautiful 
musical instruments or exquisite up- 
holstery? What though the grave is a 
rough place, it Is a rssurrection body 
manufactory and from it shall come 
the radlaut and resplendent forms of 
our friends on the brightest morning 
the world ever saw. You put Into a 
factory cotton und it comes out ap- 
parel. You put into a factory lumber 
und lead und it comes out pianos and 
organs And so into the factory of the 
grave, you put in pneumonius and eon- 
sumptions sml they come out health. 
You put in groans and they come out 
hallelujahs For us, on the final day. 
the most attractive places will not be 
the parks or the gardens or the pal- 
aces, but the cemeteries 

We sre not told in what season that 
day will come. If It should be winter, 
those who come up v.- ill be more lus- 
trous than the snow that covered them 
If lathe autumn those who come up 
will be more gorgeous thsn the woods 
after the frost had penciled them If 
in the spring the bloom ou which they 
tread will be dull compared with the 
rubicund of their cheeks. Oh, the per- 
fect resurrection body! Almost every- 
body ha* some defective spot In

W. Perry has just returned 
from • trip to Morgan comity, in Ku-t 
irn Kentucky. Accompanying the 
judge on the trip were several memU'i 
of the Philadelphia and Btqtoa syndicate 
that haa umhvtaken the development of 
the eatinel eual fields of Morgan o.untv. 
The syndicate which haa purchased the 
hud and which intend* to open up the 
raat resource* of the county to the worl I 
i» hacked with a capital of S3 OOO.WMi, 
ample evidence that the project will not 
luck for money. .Indue Perry la thf 
attorney for the syndicate, and in *peak< 
ing of the outlook said to a leader man 
that the railroad to he huilt from 
head to Pinbonk, a amall town abn 
mllea beyond West Liberty, had been 
surveyed and located, ami that ground 
will be broken about June 1. The mad 
will be standard guage and will he called 
the Morehead, West Liberty & Pinhook 
rail mud. 

When asked whether he didn't think 
the present stringency in the money 
market would retard the work, Judge 
Perry said no. Jt waa true, he added, 
that a month or an ago the syndicate had 
experienced a little trouble in securing 
money, but ererything waa now arranged 
an there would be no hitch. The cannel 
coal field in Morgan county ia unques- 
tionably one of the flneat in the world, 
■aid Judge Perry. In many parta of the 
flelda the coal could be found of a thick- 
neat of 86 to 68 inches. Bituminous 
coal waa also found in great quantities. 

Fire clay ia also found in layers of 
from eight to ten feet thick. Coal oil 
haa been found in the county, and there 
arc reasons to believe the county will in 
time produce a great deal of oil. The

It is claimed that toil 
machine will accomplish more work, in 
the same length of time, than any other 
extinguisher manufactured, and costs 
three-fourth* lesa money. It ought to 
be in the hands of every property' 
in case of au emergency.— Harrison (O.)
